told him the incidents were a secret 
which could get both Weakley and 
the child into trouble. 

Spence's testimony indicated that 
most of the children referred to 
Weakley as "Jamie." Most of the 
witnesses testifying on Weakley's 
behalf also called him "Jamie." 

Parents of all three victims testi- 
fied against Weakley during Wed- 
nesday's sentencing hearing. 

One mother said her son dreams 
he answers the ring of the doorbell, 
and Weakley shoots him with a gun 
in the back. She said of her own 
reaction to the case, "you just don't 
trust people," and, "you're never 
the same." 

One father testified that his son 
was no longer comfortable with 
hugging or touching adults. 

A mother said her child had 
moved to Spotsylvania to live with 
his father because children in Cui- 
peper had identified him, and the ju- 
nior hi%h school - where he would 
be a student if he stayed in Cuipeper 
- harbors bad memories. 

Two eighth-grade students, one 
boy and a girl that said she was in 
Weakley's class at Cuipeper Junior 
High School, watched the courtroom 
proceedings. 

The children, said they knew who 
the victims were, and had come to 
the hearing so they could report on 
the sentencing and testimony to their 
schoolmates. 
\ Several of the day's witnesses 
\said they were disturbed that un- 
supervised juveniles were allowed in 
ithe courtroom to listen to the de- 
I tailed testimony. 

Psychiatrist Robert S. Brown, a 
professor at University of Virgnia's 
medical school, testified that Weak- 
ley suffered from a serious mental 
illness, "a deplorable, detestable, 
but treatable condidon," which he 
identified as pedophilia. 

He said in spite of Weakley's 
6-foot-7 height, his academic suc- 
cess, and his good reputation in the 
community, Weakley suffers from 
low self-esteem and has never been 
able to leave his parents. 

Brown said Weakley had not ad- 
mitted to him that he had committed 
oral sodomy, and was "still in stages 
f denial. ' ' He said Weakley ' s 



prognosis was excellent, considering 
his intelligence. 

Commonwealth Attorney John C. 
Bennett asked Brown what the reci- 
divism rate for offenders, such as 
Weakley, is. 

Brown responded that homosex- 
ual pedophilia has one of the highest - 
recidivism rates of ail sexual dis- 
orders and that the rate might be as 
high as 50 percent. Brown added _ 
that he considered the risk of repeat ' 
offenses in Weakley's case to be 
low. 

At the stan of his testimony, 
Weakley freely admitted having 
committed the crimes, "even the so- 
domy/' But later he said, "I thought 
that I was doing what was hzhL 

Weakley explained he thought the 
children should be taught as he had 
been taught, and was teaching the 
children how to avoid getting a 
woman pregnant. 

He said die boys had asked him 
"wouid T give them the feeling," 
and to show them the magazines. He 
said he was ignorant that his actions 
were illegal and that the. boys never 
told hinTthat they did not want to 
perform the acts. 

"They only came to me, I as- 
sume, when they wanted to see the 
magazines," Weakley testified. 

Former delegate George P. Beard 
testified on Weakley's behalf. 

Beard said he had known the de- 
fendant's family for about 15 years, 
and called Weakley's parents ** solid • 
members of the community." 

"This is a surprise to me," Beard 
said, adding he was impressed by the 
behavior and maturity of Weakley's - 
junior high school class. 

Several other witnesses testified^ 
on behalf of Weakley, including his* 
father, a longtime friend and a for- 
mer girlfriend. Members of Weak- 
ley's family sat grim-faced through- 
out the proceeding and offered hugs 
of support during recesses of the 
court/ Weakley ' s mother cried 
openiy during the testimony and sen- 
tencing. 

Weakley was sentenced to 30 
years with all but 12 months suspen- 
ded on three counts of aggravated 
sexual assault in Danville last 
month. Some of the same children 
were involved in the cases in both ci- 
ties.

Effect of Weakley case 
on students, staff unknown

When junior high teacher James Orion "Jamie" 
Weakley was terminated from the Culpeper school 
system last April students only knew that he was there 
one day and gone the next. 

Now that Weakley has admitted to sexual crimes in- 
volving minors, many students - as well as educators - 
remain just as uninformed. 

In fact, when Culpeper Junior High Principal Donald 
Willard read in the paper that sexual crimes had oc- 
curred in his school, he said, "I thought it was a mis- , 
print/ 1 

And when one 14-year old student at the junior high, 
at the advice of her mother, looked up the word ^so- 
domy" in the dictionary, her first reaction was, "But 
mom, Mr. Weakley would never, never have done 
something like that. ' ' 

However, the 32- year-old Weakley - who comes 
from a resoected family, is admired by his peers and 
praised for excellence in his profession - talked freely 
of the sexual crimes with which he was charged at a 
i court hearing Wednesday.

Three of the children he molested 
were from the Culpeper area; one 
•vas a student at the junior high at 
the time or his molest. 

When asked if the junior high 
school would be setting up any pro- 
gram to address students' worries 
.md concerns, Wiilard replied, 
"'Why would we be doin? some- 
thing here? School is starting. We 
have many concerns. He is not an 
cmoloyee anymore. ' * 

Students' needs will be addressed, 
however, said Superintendent Tonv 
Stewart. 

"We will offer counseling to 
children who feel they need it, 
whose parents feel thev need it, 
whose ;eachers feel they need it, 
whose principals feel they need it," 
Stcwartsaid. "It is available.'* 

A professional counselor said 
simoly offering help may not be 
enougn.

"What has happened is vto- 
« lines," she said. "It is not just a 
I swual issue. What are you going to 
j do? Just wine it off the slate? You 
* t can iiustacttikeudidn'thappen." 
Wiilard acknowledged that m the 
aftcrmatn of a case like this, "people 
begin to question their scout leaders, 
loaders m their church, (since Weak- 
ley; protected the image of a canng 
person throughout the community." 

"It ;s a shocking, disillusioning 
thing, and a hurtful thing for us all," 
WiUard said. But. "it is something 
mat affects the whole community - 
lot just the schools." 

Wiilard said. "For anything that 
happens, wnether it be the death of 
^udent or something that is trau- 
•natic or tragic, we nave resources - 
.n-house services, plus four counse- 
lors - for any of our students." 

These "services" would be avai- 
lable to those students requesung it, 
she said.

Cuipcper, stressed, "U is very diffi- 
cult for a 13- or 14-year-old to say, 
' I need counseling.' While there 
might be some children who are so- 
prusucatcd enough to ask for help, 
the school needs to at least make an 
explanation. ' * 

Ideally, Guttsadt said, counselors 
should speak to students in groups of 
about 15 to explain what haopened. 
and help them to deal wuh their 
reactions. 

"It is important to talk about feel- 
ings on this," Guttstadt said, adding 
if drug abuse is explained to chil- 
dren, then sexual abuse should be 
explained as well. 

Stewart said if available counsel- 
ing is not sufficient, "we are always 
open to suggestions," 

Vema Sretschneider, former 
president of the junior high's Parent 
And Teacher Communication Hel- 
pers, who also has a child in the ju- 
nior high, agreed that the children 
should get some counseling. ' "It 
snould be discussed at the beginning 
of school. That's wnen the peers get 
together, and that's where the ru- 
mors start. School is the very best 
place to reach them. ' * 

The matter is difficult for some 
adults to deal with. 

"We ail had no inclination of any- 
thing like this," said Jim Uschkc'a 
rural route earner and husband of 
Diane Lischke. current president of 
the junior high's PATCH organiza- 
□on. 

"Jamie WeakJcy went on a field 
enp with us and a buncn of students, 
W e are ail shocked." he said. "If I , 
know the junior high, they will 
sweep ail of this under the rug. " 

Stewart took exception to this re- 
mark. 

"It was in the paper. How could 
wc sweep it under the rug?" Stewart 
said, when asked to comment. 

"We do meet issues head-on 
here," he said, citing the school's 
reaction to recent saident deaths in- 
volving drowning, a plane crash and 
a car crash. 

Jennuer Lischke, the couple's 



i4-year-old daughter, said none of 
the students were told anything last 
year when Weakley left. 

"There was just a bunch of ru- 
mors around the school," she said, 
1 'No one explained anything to us. " 

"We realized students needed 
help," Stewart said, adding any stu- 
dent that wanted to talk about' their 
feelings were invited to the auditor- 
ium for a session. 

Jim Uschke said parents need to 
get involved, too. but said many kids 
"don't really have parents any- 
more." 

Diane Lischke, who had not read 
the papers on Wednesday, gasped 
for breath when told Weakley admit- 
ted to the charges." 

She called him a "very fine per- 
son ... a very fine educator. He did 
above and beyond the call of duty. I 
can't believe it. He has ruined his 
life." 

Diane Lischke said she had as- 
sumed it was ail a big farce. "U is 
hard to believ e 'ha 1 , o eonlc that vou

know, right here in your own com- 
munity, couid have done this."* 

She said she had sent letters of 
support to both Weakley and his fa- 
mily. "My heart bleeds for his 
motner." 

According to Wednesday's court 
testimony, in one instance, a 
10-year-old old boy (who did not at- 
tend the junior high at the ume) was 
taken to the junior high on the pre- 
tense of fixing his skateboard. 
Weakley then took the child to the 
home-economics shop, walked 
down to the hallway behind the 
stage and according to court testi- 
mony, performed oral sodomy on 
the boy, who stood on the steps. 

Said Diane Lischke, "This world 
is so perverted." 

Stewart said teachers and counse 
lors will deal with -student's nei 
and anxieties on an individual basi 
as the need arises. 

He said children "let you know 
if they need counseling, and that 
teachers are good at spotting anxie
